Dr. Wheeler in Bulletin 77 in U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, says:. 


"There are many soils in which lime is deficient, notably such as are 
derived from granite, mica-schist, and certain sandstones, slates and 
shales. On such soils lime is often of direct value in supplying a nec- 
essary element in plant food." He further says: "It is especially de- 
ficient in soils derived from granite." This is especially the com- 
position of a large per cent of the soils in this valley. 


How, 
then, can the professor who spoke on the evening of the 28th 


find so much lime in our soils? Possibly, their analysis was from 
soils next to the foothills north of Glendora, where it is known that 
the soil contains a good per cent of lime. 


AS TO METHODS OF ANALYZING. 


It is hardly possible that the method of analysis Prof. Norton em- 


ploys of boiling the soil in a strong acid 10 hours could represent the 
soluble and available lime in our soil for the tree to utilize, and for 
other mechanical and chemical purposes. He stated at the meeting 
referred to, that he DID NOT KNOW if the lime they found in the 
soil was AVAILABLE, and THIS IS THE IMPORTANT QUESTION. 
Under such methods of analyzing, chunks of carbonate of lime might 
be dissolved that would otherwise not be available in twenty years. 


Dr. Wheeler in the Bulletin referred to above, in reference to the 


usual method of removing the lime by strong acids says: "It is possi- 
We that a soil may contain CONSIDERABLE QUANTITIES of lime 
thus removable by acid, and yet in actual practice show MUCH BENE- 
FIT FROM LIMING. As a matter of fact, soils of limestone origin 
sometimes show benefit from liming because sufficient carbonate of 
lime is not present in the soil. It is DUE to the CONTINUAL RE- 
MOVAL of CARBONATE OF LIME by CROPS and LEACHING. 
Often some carbonate remains, but it is TOO MUCH ENCLOSED by 
other materials to be SUFFICIENTLY ACTIVE to prevent ACIDITY 
and to INSURE the PROPER CHANGES in the ORGANIC MATTER." 


Dr. Snowden in his long experience of perhaps twenty years on the 


analysis of soils and research in Florida citrus culture, as well as ex- 
tensive investigations and analysis of many soils in this country, and 
especially our immediate vicinity, has concluded that to determine 
the available, lime in our citrus soils, a. weaker acid should be used 
and boiled but a short time. This appears more reasonable. • In a very 
large per cent of his analyses of soils in citrus groves, proved that 
where the relation of lime to magnesia was less than 2 per cent to 
1 per cent of magnesia, the mottled leaf occurred, and the poore the 
relation of lime to magnesia the greater the mottled leaf, and poorer 
condition of the tree in general. 


Prof. Loughbridge stated to a number of people en the demonstra- 


tion train that gypsum is the most available form of lime to apply, 
and when asked if the lime in the soils here might not be unavailable 
and if the'application of gypsum would not be a safe and good thing 
to do, sp.id it. would be.

experiment stations have theories but. 
no facts on this question. Prof. Nor- 
ton was then subjected to a severe 
fire from the audience. He answered 
questions mainly in the negative, and 
finally threw up his hands and repeat- 
ed several times, "I don't kno'.v, I 
don't know," and sat down. 


The presence of Dr. R. R. Snowden 


of Los Angeles was by request of 
Covina ranchers who have employed 
this soil chemist to make analyses in 
Covina groves. That he was to be 
present was only known to a few. Dr. 
Snowden had made his findings plain 
previously, that, the Covina soils are 
lacking in lime available to the tree, 
and has advocated, and still advo- 
cates the application of lime or gyp- 
sum as a corrective influence over 
the magnesia. Prof. Norton attacked 
Snowdcn's methods of analyzing in 
the meeting, stating that Snowden's 
method was a weak solution of'hydro- 
chloric acid applied to the test for 
thirty seconds, while his (Prof. Nor- 
ton's) method was that of boiling the 
test in a strong solution of the acid 
for a period of ten hours. The intima- 
tion was intended to show that Dr. 
Snowden's test was careless and in- 
efficient. Dr. Snowden showed on be- 
ing able to speak, that he had learned 
through twenty-five years of following 
tests on orange soils in Florida and 
California, that any test is decidedly 
impracticable 
which brings out an 


analysis of unavailable material. His 
test, he said, was discovered to be the 
only method that would show avail- 
able tree and plant food. 
Any test, 


which 
necessitated 
such 
strenuous 


analysis as used by the departmental 
experimentalists would bring out a 
lime deposit in the soil that could 
not. be available to the tree in twenty 
years. This explanation of the dif- 
ferences in the tests made a very fa- 
vorable impression on the audience. 
Dr. Snowden then read a number of 
Covina tests which he had made for 
available plant food, showing that the 
territory is quite deficient in available 
lime and decidedly overbalanced by 
magnesia. Dr. Snowden was the only 
professor who made any definite state- 
ment as to the cause of chlorosis, 
maintaining as he has in the past, that 
the reason for the mottled leaf in the 
Covina territory has every indication 
of being that of the lack of lime in 
the soils. 


Dr. Snowden is a special investiga- 


tor and soil chemist for the Nitrate 
Agencies Company, the company that 
practically controls the output of all 
nitrate of soda from the beds in Chili 
and Peru, which is practically the 
world supply. For the benefit of the 
ranchers who have received the inti- 
mation from other professors that Dr. 
Snowden was a "special pleader" for 
his company's stock in gypsum, it can 
be said that the Nitrate Agencies com- 
pany does not handle any gypsum, and 
is connected or interested in no con- 
cern which does handle gypsum. This 
should be said to set Dr. Snowden in 
the right light. Dr. Snowden ranks 
on the same level in the ethics of 
chemistry as the professors of the 
University of California, being a "Ph. 
D.," and has a very enviable reputa- 
tion In Florida, where he made a num- 
ber of valuable discoveries. That the 
soil 
expert 
from 
Riverside 
came 


"loaded and primed" to overturn the 
investigations of a special nature in 
Covina, was very apparent to every 
person in the hall. 


RANCHERS DISAPPOINTED. 


Although the Covina ranchers are 


thoroughly aware of the fact that in- 
vestigations cannot be made in a day 
or a week, they were keenly disap- 
pointed at the lack of any kind of 
knowledge on soil conditions and "chlo- 
rosis on the part of the men from the 
university and experimental station. 
Had not Dr. Snowden been present, 
the meeting would have utterly failed 
to bring out a single statement ap- 
proaching the positive. 
This disap- 


pointment was voiced by President 
Ben F. Thorpe, president of the club, 
who courteously thanked the profes- 
sors for the lecture, but asked that 
the ranchers take action immediately 
toward finding some "practical" solu- 
tion to the soil conditions. A commit- 
tee was appointed by the president, 
consisting of George Anderson, B. Mil- 
<ler, Jacob Maechtlen. Jerome Rey- 
nolds. F. W. Gail and W. P. Watts, to 
meet with Prof. Norton the following 
day.

The high cost of living seems to 


have reached the attention 
of the 


peanut butcher."

eled from San Francisco to Sacra- 
mento on an eastbound Southern Pa- 
cific overland a few days ago, and was 
interested in .noting the price the 
newsboy was charging for the oranges 
he sold on the train. He had some 
very 
ordinary navels, 
"standards,"

150s, and he was selling them "2 for 
15 cents." 


Now what 
do you think about 
that? 


If the grower received a half a cent 


a piece for these oranges he was do- 
ing mighty well; he probably receiv- 
ed less than that. And when they

reached the consumer right here in 
California they were being sold for 
7 3-2 cents a piece, or an advance to 
15 times as much as the price paid to 
the growen. The consumption cer- 
tainly would be limited at any such an 
exhorbitant price as that. 


We expect prices to be high on the 


trains, dining car prices illustrate 
that; and charging 7 1-2 cents a piece 
'or oranges seems to be about the 
limjf]. 
But something 
of the same 


conditions obtain at many of the fruit 
stands in California cities. Prices are 
charged that are away out of propor- 
tion to the cost of fruit; and the re- 
sult is that the home market is great- 
y restricted. If oranges are plentiful 
and cheap the people will eat lots of 
.hem; if they are high, people will 
)uy a couple when they ought to buy 
a dozen, or a dozen when they ought 
to buy a box. In a year of an abun- 
dant crop like this fine oranges ought 
to be retailed, even on the trains, at 
two for 5 cents or 25 cents a dozen. 
They can be bought by the box easily 
enough, or should be, at less than a 
cent apiece, and with the quick hand- 
ling possible, right here where they 
are grown, should be sold at the 
prices suggested above. 


Thefruit exchange has t'aken up 


the problem of distribution and adver- 
tising in the east; it might well con- 
sider the problem of the retail price 
in California and the quality of the 
fruit sold here, where the eastern 
tourist ought to get fine oranges at a 
moderate price. As matters stand now 
he usually pays a high price for poor 
fruit and goes back east with a bad 
taste in his mouth.—Monrovia News.

with nature, and nowhere is this un 
derstood to any greater extent than In 
Covina, where intensive culture is the 
slogan that is making the district 
known widely for its successful rais 
ing of soil products.

professors is larger, Improving upon 
an Idea that has met with complete 
approval among the ranchers.

Harris BungalovTModern 


Type of Home Building-. 


The new home just completed bj 


F. P. Harris on. East Center street 
is the typical and beautiful California 
improved bungalow, and is a distinct 
addition to a street that already has 
some of the finest modern homes in 
(own. 
While the name "bungalow- 


may be applied to it, this house is not 
of the type of bungalow that was in 
vogue ten years ago, but has included 
In It many of the ideas that have caus- 
ed the bungalow to grow in popularity 
of late. 


The house is fronted by a wide 


porch of cement, and cement walks 
have been built running around the 
sides, the work of the local firm of 
Bonham & Ritcha. and the .columns 
were molded and fitted by J. C. Wal- 
ters. This gives the front of the house 
an attractive appearance. The front 
room is 12 by 17 feet, with the dining 
room opening into it from the south 
by an open archway. The floors of 
these rooms are laid in seven-eights 
maple, and the finishing is of Oregon 
slash pine. In the dining' room the 
Llncrest composition wall has been 
applied with fine effect. 
The 
front 


room has also another feature in the 
pressed brick fireplace. 
"Built-in" sideboards in dining rooms 


are features of the modern homes.' 
Mr. Harris has improved upon his 
sideboard 
by introducing art glass 


which lets in the glow of light from 
the outside on the south. The floor in 
the kitchen is also maple, and the 
room is finished in white enamel. It 
is what is commonly known in Califor- 
nia as a cabinet kitchen, and is fitted 
with a woodstone 'drain-board, the 
work of Martin Pesler, a local con- 
tractor. Mr. Harris has also intro- 
duced an inside cooler, connecting 
with the cool draught of the cellar. 
A summer screen room adjoins the 
kitchen on the east, 11 by 15 feet, fin- 
ished in white enamel, and another 
front room, 12 by 14 feet, will be util- 
ized as a den or sleeping room. On 
the upper floor there are two big sleep- 
Ing rooms on the inside, fitted with 
large closets, a big screen sleeping 
porch on the south, which faces the 
fine view of the Puente hills, and on 
the north, a screen balcony or upper 
porch. Mr. Haris has also added the 
best bath room features, the work be- 
ing done by W. S. Sides, and the 
lighting lixtures through this modern 
home are the work of the Winder- 
Henry Company. In fact, all the work 
!ias been done by local firms, and the 
house itself was designed by John Mc- 
~!une and built by the owner. The 
tiouse was built for $2800, and is a 
good example of what can be done in 
combining comfort with attractive ar- 
chitecture.
